and opened the trunk. Sudden­ 
ly, Stellabotte and his custom­ 
ers heard a shot and saw Prof­ 
fer fall. They found him dying 
of a shot through the chest.

Sheriff's deputies said that 
apparently as Proffer moved 
the loaded gun, the trigger 
caught on the end of a coil of 
wire, discharging the^gun. Sev­ 
eral witnesses repo'rted that 
there was no one else near the 
car at the time of the accident.
